Here follow expreflions uſed by Tetzel and his aſſoci- 
ates, when deſcribing the benefit of indulgencies, and the 
neceſſity of purchaſing them a little before the Reforma- 
tion: “If any man purchaſe letters of indulgence, his 
«« foul may reſt ſecure with reſpect to its ſalvation. The 
«© ſouls confined in purgatory, for whoſe redemption 
indulgencies are purchaſed, as ſoon as the en 
tinkles in the cheſt, inſtantly ſcape from that place of 
« torment, and aſcend into heaven. That the efficacy 
of indulgencies was fo great, that the moſt heinous 
<< ſins, even if one ſhould violate (which was impoſible) 
the mother of God, would be remitted and expiated 
« by them, and the perſon be freed both from puniſh- 
ment and guilt. For twelve-pence you may redeem 
the ſoul of your father out of Purgatory.” *

FILEMENT, biſhop, ſervant of the ſervants of God, to 
5 dur moſt dear ſon and daughter in Chriſt, the illuſtrious 
John and Joan, king and queen of France, greeting, and our 
apoſtolic benediftion, Your defires we willingly approve of, 
and eſpecially thoſe, wherein may God graciouſly give you 
that peace and repoſe of foul, you pioully ſeek after; hence 
it is, that we, ready to anſwer your humble requeſt, do, by 
our apoſtolic authority, grant by theſe preſents, an indul- 
gence forever hereafter to you and your ſucceſſors, that for 
the time being, ſhall be kings and queens of France, and to 
every of you and them; That ſuch confeſſor, regular or ſecu- 
lar, as you and they ſhall chooſe, may commute for ſuch vows 
as you may have already made; or which by you or your 
ſucceſſors may be hereafter made; (vows touching the Hely 
Land, the blefſed apoſtles Peter and Paul, and of chaſtity 
-and conrinency only excepted) and alſo ſuch caths by you 
taken, and by you and them to he taken in all times coming, 
that you and them cannot profitably keep; by other works 
of piety as to him ſhall ſeem expedient towards God, and 
for the peace of your and their ſouls. Be it therefore utterly 
-unlawful to any upon earth, to annul this our grant, or by 
any act of temerity to controvert the ſame. And be it 
known to any one that preſumptuouſly attempts ſo to do, 
that he forthwith incurs the wrath of Almighty - God, 
and of his blefſed apoſtles Peter and Paul.
